Flooding kills sewer worker 


Gustavo Briceno had 
worried about job's 
hazards, relative says

Gustavo Briceno woke up Wednesday morn- 
ing feeling something bad was about to hap- 
pen, according to his family. 

That night, Briceno was doing mainte- 
nance in a sewer when heavy rains sent a surge 
of water down the pipe where he was working 
and swept him away. He was found dead about 
two hours later, his body carried about a block 
north. 

“He loved his job, but he said that he wor- 
ried something would happen to him,” said 
his sister-in-law Imelda Alanis, 31. “He always 
said his workers would come up first in an 
emergency, and he would come up last.” 

Briceno, 25, and another worker were inside 
the sewer in the 3000 block of North Rock 
well Street when the area was hit by flash 
floods about 8:30 p.m. Wednesday, authori-

Kerry: Enforce 
Syria deal ASAP

WASHINGTON Secretary of State John Kerry 
said Thursday it was essential that a Russia- 
US. deal on eradicating Syria’s chemical 
weapons arsenal be enforced and that the 
UN. Security Council must act on it next 
week. 

“The Security Council must be prepared 
to act next week,” Kerry told reporters. “It 
is vital for the international community to 
stand up and speak out in the strongest pos- 
sible terms about the importance of enforce- 
able action to rid the world of Syria’s chemical 
weapons.” 

Envoys from the five big U.N. powers are 
meeting in New York before the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly next week to discuss a plan to 
place Syrian chemical weapons under interna- 
tional control. 

Russia and the United States brokered the 
deal last week to avoid possible US. military 
strikes. Under the deal, Syrian President 


Bashar Assad would account for his chemi- 
cal weapons within a week and see them de- 
stroyed by the middle of next year. 

Kerry said there was little doubt that the 
Aug. 21 gas attack on civilians outside Damas- 
cus was the work of Assad’s forces and not of 
the opposition. 

Russia, which holds veto power in the Se- 
curity Council, has said there is no proof 
that Assad’s forces were responsible and de- 
nounced findings of a U.N. report that con- 
firmed that the nerve gas sarin was used in the 
attack. 

“This fight about Syria’s chemical weapons 
is not a game. It is real. It is important,” Kerry 
added. 

Kerry also said that recent comments by 
Tranian President Hasan Rouhani, who said 
Wednesday his government would never de- 
velop nuclear weapons, were positive, but 
cautioned that “everything needs to be put to 
the test.”

Two new pizzerias deliver promising pies 


Earlier this summer, two pizzerias fired up their ovens. In Roscoe Village, one dutifully carries 
on the tradition of Chicago pizza royalty; in Dunning, the other ascribes to the time-tested 
methods of traditional Neapolitan pizza-making. Luckily for pizza lovers, both are deeply com- 


# mitted to turning out high-quality pies.

Nitti’s commitment to the 
traditions of Italy. 

There are the Campari and 
Aperol bottles above the bar, and 
the shelves filled with gallon-sized 
tins of olive oil and gigantic Nutella jars. Shiny 
and round like a monstrous tomato, the red- 
tiled pizza oven for which the restaurant is 
named (Forno Rosso means “red oven’) sits in 
the center of the kitchen. A small crucifix and 
statuette of the pope appear to watch over the 
pizza makers as they press out the dough. 

After 10 years running New York-style joint 
Pizza Broker in Chicago’s Financial District, 
Nitti decided to switch gears to master the 
Neapolitan-style pizza he enjoyed on trips 
to Naples. He wanted to import all of the 
ingredients from Italy and become certified 
by VPN Americas, the American Delegation 
of Italy’s Associazione Vera Pizza Napole- 
tana, which oversees the art of Neapolitan 
pizza-making. And he wanted to open his 
pizzeria on the strip of North Harlem Avenue 
where he grew up visiting Italian restaurants 
and markets. Since earlier this summer, that’s 
exactly what he’s been doing. 


The crust: Around the edge, the crust has a bit 
of chew and tell-tale char marks of a super-hot 
oven—1000 degrees to be exact. Nitti’s prized 
oven—made by Stefano Ferrara, an Italian 
maker that crafts brick ovens with mortar 
made from the ash of Mount Vesuvius — bakes 
each pizza for 90 seconds. The center is 
especially thin, with the trademark flop that I 
expect when holding up a Neapolitan slice. 


The sauce: A bright tomato sauce is 
applied sparingly to the Rosso (red) 


interior at Dunning pizzeria Forno pies, while Bianca (white) pizzas

look reveals owner Nick 773-491-8200 The toppings: “The thing with 


these pizzas is simplicity is the 
best,” Nitti said. “Less ingredi- 
ents, less sauce, less cheese all plays 
into what we’re trying to create.” 
The classic margherita ($10.95) conveys 
this intent beautifully, dotted with pools of 
molten fresh mozzarella and basil leaves. The 
Barese ($14.95) balances rich, fennel-flecked 
sausage and burrata (cream-filled fresh moz- 
zarella) with the bitterness of rapini— though 
I could have done with a lighter hand on the 
sausage. Other toppings range from pancetta 
and an egg on the Carbonara to spicy sop- 
pressata and crushed red pepper on the Rosso 
Diavolo. 


Everything else: Try the Caponata della 
Nonna (“Grandma’s caponata”), which lives 
up to its name, thanks to Nitti’s 87-year-old 
grandmother who comes in twice a week to 
make this Sicilian eggplant salad. 


The bottom line: My date read my mind 
when he mumbled, “This is good—like, Italy 
good,” after the first bite. There’s no doubt 
in my mind that Forno Rosso will continue 
to draw Dunning and Portage Park residents 
as well as seekers of authentic Neapolitan 
pies willing to make the drive or Blue Line- 
to-Irving Park bus trip. Forno Rosso is soon 
to join only a handful of VPN-certified piz- 
zerias in Chicago, and though Nitti’s stamp 
of approval won't be official for a few more 
days, his pizza is worth a trip anytime.

“Td get shot by the family,” 
said Brian Tondryk, owner of 
Bartoli’s, a Roscoe Village piz- 
zeria that opened in June, when 
I inquired about what’s in his 
deep-dish pizza dough recipe. 
Indeed, Tondryk’s family recipe 
isn’t just any set of instructions. It’s 
inspired by the recipe Tondryk’s grandfa- 
ther Fred Bartoli used to launch the original 
Gino’s East at Michigan Avenue and Superior 
Street. Tondryk said he remembers walking 
past the long lines outside the restaurant as 
akid and being able to get a table with his 
family anytime he wanted. Like so many 
others, he and his cousins loved carving their 
names into the walls, as became custom over 
the years. 
But, until recently, the original Gino’s 
flavor was one you couldn’t get a taste 
of anymore. Tondryk, who is not 


affiliated with Gino’s East nel and has a satisfying heft.

his new spot. 


The crust: He’s doing a great job. The crust 
on the deep-dish pies (which start at $15.25 
for a medium and $17.50 for a large cheese 
pizza) at Bartoli’s is light, almost pastry-like, 
not dry and crumbly and dense like most 
offerings around town. It’s so golden that I 
assume it’s soaked with butter and asked Ton- 
dryk if that’s the case, which is when he told 
me he’d be “shot” if he gave up the secret. He 
did say that the dough is proofed slowly over 
24 to 48 hours, which allows the yeast to de- 
velop and creates the lightness. “There’s a lot 
of oil in there,” he added. Tondryk’s mother 
Pamela Bartoli McKinven (Fred’s daughter), 
who works the tiny wood-paneled dining 
room on weekends and makes the house 
meatballs, also told me the cooking pans 
have been heavily seasoned before use, which 
helps develop the crust. The thin-crust pies 
(which start at $10.95 for a small to $16.95 for 
a family-sized cheese) also are good, but not 
nearly as iconic. It’s hard to tell them apart 
from so many other decent thin-crust pies in

Tondryk said he’s striving for 
acracker-thin crust, but the ones 
Tate had alittle rise to them. 


The sauce: This is probably the 
weakest part of the pizza. It 
skewed sweet and could benefit 
from a touch more acid or pepper. 
Still, it was well-seasoned and not 


cloying. 


The toppings: The list of ingredients is 
mostly what you'd expect, with the few outli- 
ers being provolone and gorgonzola cheese, 
artichoke and prosciutto. The sausage is 
thankfully not the precooked or frozen 
variety, but rather the hand-crumbled fresh 
stuff cooked in-house. While many of the big 
deep-dish pizza houses use a blend of sausage 
from Chicago’s Anichini brothers, Bartoli’s 
sausage is made to Tondryk’s specs by a 
local butcher. It bursts with fen- 


($6.95), which as inviting as it 
looked, I didn’t get a chance to try. Tondryk 
said they often run out of the meatballs, 
selling 60 to 80 sandwiches a day. The hand- 
tossed Caesar salad ($7.95) had nice curls of 
shaved parmesan and thick, crispy croutons. 
My favorite side was the Badger-style cheese 
balls ($5.95-$9.95), because no one should 
ever say no to deep-fried cheese. Tondryk 
said he used to eat a similar dish at a spot 
called The Pub when he was a student at IIli- 
nois State University and promised if he ever 
had a restaurant, he’d put deep-fried cheese 
on the menu. The fried curds are sourced 
from Wisconsin (hence the name) and are 
one of the only items not made in-house; my 
tablemates didn’t seem to care as they wolfed 
down the mahogany-crusted balls oozing 
with sharp cheddar in mere seconds. 


The bottom line: With a recipe descended 
from the original Gino’s East owner, a bite 

of Bartoli’s deep-dish pie is a true chance to 
taste history. While the thin-crust is above 
average, the deep-dish is one of Chicago’s 
Top 5.

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7 new fall TV series 
are based in Chicago

With the new TV season upon us, let’s step 
back and look new shows based out of Chi- 
cago (an unprecedented seven series are here 
this fall), plus shows filming elsewhere that 
feature Chicago actors. 

First, what’s shooting in town: 


NBC 
The network has three series here. “Chi- 
cago Fire” returns at 9 p.m. on a new night 
(Tuesdays). The show has spawned a spin-off 
called “Chicago PD”—from the same cre- 
ators, including Dick Wolf, Derek Haas and 
Michael Brandt—and is expected to turn 
up in a midseason slot. For exteriors they’re 
using the old Maxwell Street police station, 
which now serves as the security headquar- 
ters for the UIC campus. 

“Crisis” is yet another midseason show, one

that NBC reportedly will air after the Olym- 
pics have wrapped. The conspiracy drama, 
which centers on a group of high-powered 
parents and their kidnapped children, stars 
Gillian Anderson and Dermot Mulroney and 
is set in and around the Washington, D.C., 
area. “They seldom shoot downtown,” Mos- 
kal said, “because Chicago is doubling for 
Washington and the surrounding commu- 
nities in Maryland and Virginia, so they’re 
shooting quite a bit up in Lake Forest .” 

All three shows (plus two from other 
networks) shoot on sets built at Cinespace, 
the ever-expanding soundstage complex in 
North Lawndale. 


ABC 
Two shows from ABC are in town. The first 
to air is “Betrayal,” a nighttime soap about 
infidelity, scheming lawyers and an imposing 
patriarch played by James Cromwell. It de- 
buts at 9 p.m. Sept. 29.

Chi- 
cago playwright Marisa Wegrzyn is a writer 
on the show— ironically, because the writers 
room is based in L.A., she had to leave town 
in order to work on a series that shoots in 
Chicago. 


USA Network 

Finally, a comedy is shooting in Chicago. “Si- 
rens,” from producer Denis Leary (“Rescue 
Me”) is a half-hour single-camera comedy 


slated for early 2014. It centers on three Chi- 
cago EMTs.

Not surprisingly the new lineup includes a 
hefty number of Chicago actors. Jeff Gar- 
lin plays a less-than-mellow father on “The 
Goldbergs” (8 p.m. Tuesday, ABC), Sean 
Hayes plays a flustered father as well in “Sean 
Saves the World” (8 p.m. Oct. 3, NBO), Sec- 
ond City veteran Lauren Ash co-stars with 
Rebel Wilson in the new comedy “Super Fun 
Night” (8:30 p.m. Oct. 2, ABC) and Harry 
Lennix is on the FBI crime procedural “The 
Blacklist” (9 p.m. Monday, NBC). Steppen- 
wolf regular Stephen Louis Grush co-stars 
on the new ABC drama “Lucky 7” (9 p.m. 
Tuesday, ABC), whose writing staff also in- 
cludes Chicago playwright Laura Jacqmin.

“T have sons and so... there’s not a lot of 
sharing,” the actress, who has three sons with 
her husband of 25 years, Tony Ressler, told me 
during a phone call Thursday. “There’s kind of 
like, ‘I’m hungry, what’s to eat?” and, “You need 
to take me here, Mom.’ It’s a little different 
raising boys, I find, and so I love that Debbie 
Weaver has some girls and I get to explore 
that part of society and humanity—the 
mother of daughters.” 

In the funny ABC sitcom, Debbie Weaver; 
her husband, Marty (Lenny Venito); and their 
three kids live in a gated community inhabited 
by aliens from the planet Zabvron. They have 
taken human form and named themselves af- 
ter famous athletes such as Larry Bird (Simon 
Templeman) and Jackie Joyner-Kersee (Toks 
Olagundoye). 

The show’s second season begins at 
7:30 p.m. Friday with the Weavers and their 
neighbors in shock. The parents learn their 
teens, Amber Weaver (Clara Mamet) and 
Reggie Jackson (Tim Jo), have been dating all 
summer. While the other adults worry about 


the possible repercussions of an alien-human 
relationship, Debbie is primarily concerned 
that Amber hasn’t confided in her. 

The harder Debbie tries to connect, the 
more Amber pulls away. “She’s trying to be 
whatever the quintessential perfect mom 
is,” Gertz said, laughing, “and failing on 
every level.” 

In her long career, Gertz has starred in

What writer Matthew F. Jones’ 
adaptation of his novel lacks in creativity 
it makes up for in rugged efficiency and 
bubbling suspense. Watching this what- 
would-you-do tale unfurl in this cold West 
Virginia community, you can practically feel 
the chill on your neck. Rockwell’s excellent 
in a part that requires him to emote 
subtly and let his priorities and principles 
fight inside his head, much like a lawyer’s 
(William H. Macy) statement that there are 
many overlapping interests in a small town. 
Though not as unsettling or lived-in 
as “Winter’s Bone,” “A Single Shot” lands 
somewhere between a good novel and a 
deadly country song, all with the power to 
take hold and refuse to leave you be.

Thanks for the honesty 


If ever there were 
a movie to accept, 
warts and all, it’s 
“Thanks for Sharing,” 
an uneven but gener- 
ally effective drama 
about sex addiction 
that grants people 
their imperfections without letting them off 
the hook. There are serious, honestly played 
consequences for out-of-control behavior 
here. The same cannot be said for next week’s 
disappointingly simplistic, porn addiction- 
related “Don Jon.” 

That self-destructive powerlessness is what 
it takes to make an addiction story connect, 
and should speak even to viewers who giggle 
at notions of sex addiction. (To all of you: 

Go watch the extraordinary “Shame.” Now.) 
Recovering sex addict Adam (Mark Ruffalo) 
proudly celebrates five years of sobriety, 
which doesn’t mean abstinence. It means he’s 
five years clean from masturbation and sex 
outside of a committed relationship, which 
isn’t easy to confess when he meets Phoebe 
(Gwyneth Paltrow), who promised herself 
she’d never date another addict. 

Time out: I can’t stand Paltrow as a 
person, but both the actress and “Thanks for 
Sharing” deserve credit for making Phoebe 
genuinely cool and likable. She and Adam 
are pretty cute together, and how often do I 
say that about an onscreen couple? Not that 
often.

Directed and co-written by “The Kids are 
All Right” co-writer Stuart Blumberg, “Shar- 
ing” also features Tim Robbins as Adam’s 
sponsor, Mike (recovering from numerous 
vices himself), and Josh Gad as Neil, a sex 
addict struggling to get through just one day 
without a fix. Blumberg errs whenever he 
leans on pop culture references or tries to get 
a laugh out of Neil’s awkwardness —ha, he’s 
really sweaty! And he just fell off his bike! — 
but succeeds in the recklessness that throws 
Neil’s life off course and the temptation that 
threatens to do it again. 

Clearly, a sometimes-goofy, frequently 
sympathetic romantic comedy that justly 
treats addiction as a disease won't always 
hit the right tone. It’s challenging to deliver 
scenes like Mike clashing with his estranged 
son (Patrick Fugit) about past wrongs or Neil 
talking Dede (Pink) down from a relapse 
without succumbing to melodrama. How- 
ever, these interactions are well-written 
and well-acted, as are the difficult dynamics 
between Adam and Phoebe, whose undeni- 
able chemistry can’t mask that this relation- 
ship isn’t filled with the sunshine and roses 
everyone hypothetically hopes for.

has never been viewed publicly. The subsequent 
20-ish seconds merely features the legendary, 
elusive author of “The Catcher in the Rye” 
standing on a street and talking to people. 

If this is an exclusive, give me the widely 
available. 

And “Salinger” does. Like so many news 
broadcasts for which little material is avail- 
able, director Shane Salerno repeatedly uses 
the same photos, as if seeing them a sixth 
time will add information that the fifth 
glimpse didn’t. He also incorporates laugh- 
able dramatizations like a man on a stage, 
working intently on a typewriter in the dark. 
When the film gets to the 1951 publishing of

its tall, lanky subject’s classic novel, sweeping 
strings accompany glowing reviews, and we 
later see modern students reading translated 
versions of the book. Wow, did you know this 
work was popular or something? 

It’s not all dire and obvious. Through 
descriptions from historians, biographers, 
ex-friends and an ex-lover or two, “Salinger” 
contains extensive information about the 
man (known to his friends as Jerry) who 
seems to have wanted success but didn’t 
consider the fawning attention it could bring. 
Photographers camped outside the Salinger 
compound eerily recall military surveillance 
of bin Laden in “Zero Dark Thirty,” and use 
of the last-recorded images of Salinger feel 
like archives from TMZ’ literary division. 

The portrait painted in “Salinger,” which 


asserts that several new, allegedly defining 
Salinger works will appear between 2015 and 
2020, depicts a difficult man in a profes- 
sional context— Salinger ended a friendship 
because his pal wasn’t able to ensure a desired 
title for a short story. It also shows a man 
who shied away not from society as a whole 
but from the attention of adoring readers 
desperate to get close to his perceived genius. 
In this, Salerno misses a chance to broaden 


his focus and chronicle the public’s selfish de- 
mand for an artist to be prolific and commu- 
nicative, as well as other cases (like D’Angelo, 
to name just one) in which an artist’s success 
has lead to detachment. 

In its drooling fixation, “Salinger” per- 
petuates a problem that the film fails to 
acknowledge: Artists’ most devoted support- 
ers frequently refuse to oblige their simple 
request to be left alone.
